IRELAND AND ‘GREECE. 


Mr. Frederic Harrison, as one of the oldest 
Home Rulers, writes to The Times—At this 
erisis the condition of Ireland is curiously like 
that of Greece. It is held im military occupa- 
tion by British forces, part of the nation is 
assisting, and is eager to support our arms, a 
iareer part of the mation is in secret sympathy 
with our enemy, at. least is anxious to em-' 
harrass us; the nominal. and constitutional 
leaders, both Imperial and Parliamentary, are 
nervously striving (like King Constantine) to 
conciliate the disaffected, and to avoid any 
direct action between broken factions. Each of 
these small nations is ín a state of cryptic civil 
war. At this hour Greece and Ireland are alike 
a scandal to civilised humanity, objects of 
malicious scorn to our enemy, of contemptuous 
pity to their well-wishers. My purpose to-day 
is to protest against a stubborn adhesion to 
stale shibboleths, to the Home Rule Act, to 
Gladstonian traditions, to Liberal principles, 
and the omniscience and ommipotence of the 
House of Commons. For me, a veteran of Irish 
national hopes, all pre-war formulas and aims 
are swallowed up in the supreme crisis of sav- 
ing our country from defeat and ruin, Every 
plan which strengthens us in war is right. Every 
plan which weakens our Armies and our Fleets 
is wrong. The ideal government of Ireland just 
now would be an Irish Executive triumvirate, 
consisting of Mr. Redmond and Sir E. Carson, 
presided over by Lord Dunraven. 


RECRUITING IN IRELAND. 

“ Military Service Act” writes to The Times 
to-day —Pious hopes as to what may happen 
when the millennium comes to Ireland seem of 
litle use at present.

IRISH PRISONERS AT 
FRONGOCH. 


MR. BYRNE'S CHARGES 
DENIED. 


On the motion IX Sa. + enemas of the 
House of Commons last night, . ii 

Mr. BYRNE raised the question of the Irish 
prisoners at Frongoch. The matter, he said, had 
been constantly brought before the House. 
There were 570 young Irishmen interned at 
Frongoch as prisoners of war. They slept im a 
malt store, which was very dark and dismal. 
There was no ventilation, or Easa none, 
and the rain flowed into the place as much as 
an inch and two inches deep oe a heavy 
downfall. The place was infested with rats, and 
the beds were verminous. The food was poor 
and insufficient. On one occasion, & consign- 
ment of meat was sent for the consumption of 
the guard, but they refused to eat it. com- 
mandant then endeavoured to pass it on to the 
prisoners, but they refused to touch it and 
asked for a doctor to be called in to examine it. 
This was done, and the medical man condemned 
the consignments. He would like to ask whether 
the Government were going to prosecute the 
contractor. The Lad treatment meted out to 
these prisoners was caused by the officer in 
charge, who had a bitter hatred of everything 
Irish, bnt he would not break the spirit of 
these prisoners. The Home Secretary. had said 
that these char were base lies, but if that 
were so, why did not the Government grant the 
request that four members of that House should 
visit the prison and investigate matters? It 
was time phat the Government released these 
prisoners, or saw that humane treatment was 
meted out to them whilet they were in prison. 

Mr. HERBERT SAMUEL, in reply, said that 
the hon. member had made a number of as- 
sertions, but had brought no proof of the 
charges.

-, RECRUITING. 

The Primate, who presided at the Armagh 
Diocesan Synod of the Church of Ireland yes- 
terday, in Armagh, spoke of the claim of the 
war on Ireland im his opening address. He 
said -—What a tragedy will it be if the great 
Army fighting for God and the freedom of the 
world is to Jose, after two years, the comrade- 
ship. and help of our Irish soldiers! What an 
insult to the memory of our noble dead if there 
are no longer Irishmen found to take their 
places by sea and land: What a degradation 
to our native land if Irish, regiments are hence- 
forth to be recruited from England, Scotland, 
and Wales, or even from the Channel Islands, 
as I have seen to be the case in France. While 
teng of thousands of Irishmen grow prosperous 
on the spoils of war, and all because politicians 
are too cowardly to treat Ireland as on an 
equality of service with the rest of the British 
Empire, the friends and relatives of the gallant 
dead cry shame upon us; and Irishmen are 
hanging back, largely, I believe, because they 
say in their hearts (and not altogether without 
a cause) if Great Britain wants us why not send 
and fetch us? It almost breaks the heart of 
those of us who really love Ireland, and are 
jealous for her honour, that when the nations 
of the world “ sob with the ceaseless horror of 
war,” and right and justice and honour and 
God ery out for help, so many thousands of 
able-bodied Irishmen should stand aloof as 
callous spectators. All of us render to our 
gallant fellow-countrymen of every class and 
creed, who are suffering at the front, our 
tribute of affection, admiration, and gratitude, 
but all this is only a miserable subterfuge if 
we do nothing to fill the gaps death has created, 
or treat their gallantry as a vicarious sacrifice, 
not an incentive to 6urselves, but as a discharge 
from doing what duty requires at our hands, 

Before the Synod concluded, 

Canon Ford moved the resolution, that 

This Synod, thankfully recognising the sacrifice 
of our people thronghout the divcese, desires to 
place on record its readiness to accept any arrange- 
ments which gc Government may consider 


necessary for succeseful progecution of the war 
to a triamphant ‘and righteons issue. 

Canon Ford remarked that the Church of 
Ireland had endeavoured to do its part in the 
war. He had 750 names, all duly authenticated, 
of the sons and daughters of the clergy who 
had offered their services, and also about 70 
names of those who had laid down their lives 
on the field of bettle. When he looked around 
and saw the mumbers of those who had never 
volunteered he was filled with astonishment. He 
felt that as a Synod, representing the diocese 
with interests of the greatest possible depth in 
that matter, they should speak out and offer 
to do all in their power to carry the war to a 
righteous and triumphant issue. (Hear, hear.) 
The lives of those who had fallen implored them 
to sustain what they had fallen to sustain. 

Sir James Stronge, seconding the motion, 
thought that all there would wish that any re- 
solution could influence the Government to do 
their duty. It appeared to him that they had 
put a stigma upon that country—(hear, hear)— 
in every possible way they could. The British 
Government could not reproach Irishmen for 
not serving their country. While urging that it 
was the duty of Englishmen and Scotsmen to 
serve during the war, they made it appear that 
if an Irishman did so he was to be praised as 
the man who had done something far beyond 
anything anyone could expect of him. It did 
not lie in the- mouth of the Government or the 
House of Commons to reproach any Irishman. 
He wished that even at the eleventh hour they 
would go so far as to pass a resolution with- 
out actually putting compulsion upon Irishmen, 
to do away with some of the evil they had 
done, and declare that whatever action they 
might take, at all events, they considered it 
the duty of all Irishmen to serve their country. 
(Applause. ) 

The resolution was passed. 


IRELAND AND NEUTRALITY. 


Speaking at the Diocesan Synod of Meath 
yesterday, the Bishop (Dr. Keene), referring to 
Ireland's duty in the war, said:—Prophecy 1s 
always dangerous, and especially in a 
country where '' the inevitable never occurs 
and the impossible always happens,” but it is 
safe to say that the future of Ireland must 
be immensely influenced by her attitude to- 
wards a struggle in which the liberty of the 
whole world and the righteous relations of 
nations are at stake. (Applause.) Neutrality 
in regard to such an issue is impossible. The 
message sent by Gustavus Adolphus to the 
Elector. of Brandenburg would befit the pre- 
sent crisis. ' Sire, you must show yourself hot 
or cold, you must. declare yourself my friend 
or foe, for this is a fight-between God and the 
dovil,” — {A i England and Scot- 
land, the lonies, end the Allies are 
watching Jreland. If she hesitates in her 
choice, if she parieys with the foe, if 
she imitates the ignominious behaviour of 
Greece, if she adopts a wholly selfish policy 
and refuses to respond to the call that comes 
so urgently from the galiant Irish regiments 
whose strength is being drained in their efforts 
to save us, she will be eternally disgraced. 
(Applause.) What are we doing? Our best 
have gone. Some of our parishes may well be 
proud of the contingent sent. Others have been 
too slack. The women folk have been doing 
great things. We must do more, if we can, 
for every ounce of strength is needed to secure 
victory, for it is still trembling in the balance. 
This is Ireland's war, for her fate, whether 
she knows it or not, hangs upon its issue. The 
recognition of this and the sinking of differences 
in devotion to the common cause would be the 
NASA unifying of all influences at the present 
ime. ~

REGULATION OF SHOP 


HOURS. 


Colonel Gretton, in the House of Commons, 
moved a resolution declaring that in the 
opinion of the House the Central Control 
Board (Liqner Traffic) should no longer 
be independent of the control of Parlia- 
ment; and expressing the opinion that its 
proceedings and expenditure should be 
subject to the control of a Minister re- 
sponsible to Parliament, He contended 
that the Board had overstepped its 
powers. 

Mr, Montagu. in reply, contended that the 
Board had acted only under the control of 
the Ministry of Manitions, which was 
subject to Parliamentary control. The 
reduction in the number of cases of 
drunkenness in munition areas, and the 
reduction in the consumption of beer and 
spirits, proved its utility. The work oí 
the Board, judged by results, had proved 
eminentiy satisfactory. 

After discussion the motion was rejected by 
97 to 85 votes.

Lord ROBERT CECIL informed Mr. Hunt 
that the Government was aware of Miss Emily 
Hobhonse’s visit to Germany and Belgium.

NEW PENSIONS MINISTRY. 

Mr. ASQUITH, replying to Mr, Hogge, said 
that the question of setting up a single pension 
authority could only be determined having re- 
gard to the distinction between pensions 
granted arising only in consequence of the war 
and long service pensions, which arise both in 
peace and war, and the administration of 
which is regarded as part of the business of 
the Army and Navy Departments. Subject to 
this reservation, the Cabinet Council had re- 
commended the appointment of a Pensions 
Board, with a Cabinet Minister at its head. A 
bill would be necessary to give effect to this. 
The terms of the bill h not been finally 
settled, but it would be introduced as soon as 
possible. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


Mr. ASQUITH said that. on Tuesday next 
the House would take the second reading of the 
Registration of Business Houses Bill and other 
bills, and on Wednesday the Committee siage 
of the special Registration Bill. He hoped 
that the discussion of man-power would be 
taken the week after next. 


LIQUOR CONTROL BOARD. 


Colonel GRETTON moved :— : 

“That, in the opimion of this House, the 
Central Control Board (Liquor Traffic) should 
no longer be independent of the control of 
Parliament, and that its proceedings and ex- 
penditure should be made subject to the con- 
tral of a Minister responsible to Parliament.” 

He said that the resolution dealt with a 
constitutional question. The nmtrol Board 
was set up, under the Defence of the Realm 
Act, for the purpose of controlling the liquor 
traffic in munition areas, in areas concerned in 
the transport of troops and munitions, 
and in areas in which. troops were 
being trained. As a matter of faci, 
it had greatly exceeded its power, and tis 
action now covered practically the whole of 
the United Kingdom. Parliament was never 
told that the Government intended to set up a 
Board which would be empowered to exercise 
these drastic powers without any control of a 
Government Department. There was nothing 
m the regulations which dealt with the ques- 
thon of finance, and he did not believe that the 
House of Commons believed, when they agreed 
to the setting up of the Board, that they were 
giving them authority to enier upon a policy 
of the State purchase, not only of licensed 
houses, but also of breweries. The Carlisle 
experiment was not yet in working order, but 
he understood that inquiries were already 
being made in Hull with the object of entering 
upon another vast experiment. _ The Carlisie 
transaction would involve an expenditure of 
half a milion of money. Surely, Parliament 
ought to have control over such an expendi- 
ture as that. The constitution of the Control 
Board was certainly open to criticism. None 
of its members had any expert knowledge of 
the liquor trade, and he could not help express- 
mg surprisé that the interests of the rkin:y 
classes were left in the hands of the member 
for Blackburn (Mr. Snowden). In conclusion, 
Colonel Gretton said that the Board had ex- 
tended the functions entrusted to it by Parlia- 
ment, had acted tyrannically towards the 
licensed trade and towards the public, and, 
without the authority of Parliament, had en- 
tered upon a policy of State purchase of 
licensed property out of money voted for the 
carry Pe on of the war. (Cheers.) 

Mr. BARTLEY DENNIS seconded. 

Mr. MONTAGU said that the nation 
owod a deep debt of gratitude to the 
members of the Liquor Control Board, who 
had worked ungrudingly and without re- 
muneraticon. (Hear, hear.) He believed that 
their work had been of enormous importance. 
The effectiveness of the Liquor Control 
Board was proved by the fact that the 
weekly average of comvictions for drunkenness 


was 1,497, and from January to September, 
1916, it was 830. In Scotland the correspond- 
ing figures were 722 and 460. It was said 
by some that these reductiona were due to 
the large number of men who had gone 
abroad, but that was not the case; 
because the drop in the number of convictions 
came immediately after the imposition of the 
restrictions, whereas the flow of men abroad 
had been going on steadily throughout the war. 
Further, the diminution in the convictions for 
drunkenness occu pretty nearly equally in 
men and women. As regarded beer, from April 
to September, 1915, 15,000,000 barrels were con- ‘ 
sumed, and in 1916 during the same period 
13,000,000 were consumed. Of spirits, from 
January to September, 1915, 15,000,000 eallons 
wore consumed, and they sank to 8,000,000 
gallons this year. He submitted that for a war 
measure the work of the Liquor Control Board, 
judged by its results, had proved to be emi- 
nently satisfactory, and that on the whole, con- 
sidermg the enormous difficulties of the problem, 
it had worked remarkably smoothly. 

Mr. LEIF JONES expressed the hope that 
the Board of Control would prohibit the sale 
éf all intoxicating liquor in the areas under its 
control. Since the outbreak of war the people 
of this country had spent £400,000,000 on the 
purchase of intoxicating liquor, and the cost of 
maintaining the liquor traffic could not be put 
ac less than a million pounds a day.
